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A Lawyer's Guide to Lease Reading 


Taking a closer look at the fine print 


By Arthur M. Lippman, Esq. 

What is the precise legal rela- 
tionship between a landlord and 
tenant? What are the clauses in 
a lease that both the landlord 
and tenant should be especially 
concerned with? How does the 
state sanitary code obligate the 
landlord? What is a tenancy at 
will? 

These and many other 
questions are constantly being 
asked by tenants and landlords. 
Usually, the answers can be 
found only in the fine print that 
makes up leases in Greater Bos- 
ton. In an effort to get through 
this legal maze, the following ar- 
ticle will attempt to spell out the 
most important points made in 
the basic Boston rental agree- 
ment. 


Tenancy at Will 

A “tenancy at will’ is created 
where the landlord permits the 
tenant to take possession of a 
particular apartment through 
either a written or an oral agree- 
ment. The agreement states only 
the amount of periodic rent, 
when the rent is due and general- 
ly nothing more. The tenancy at 
will has no fixed or future time of 
termination. The relationship 
commences upon the entry into 
the leased premises by the te- 
nant. Once in possession, the te- 
nant at will has exclusive right 
over the leased premises to the 
exclusion of all others. 


Rights and Obligations 
Under Tenancy at Will 
In the absence of an express 


agreement, there are specific 
rights and duties between the 
landlord and the tenant at will: 

1) The payment of rent is the 
primary obligation of the tenant. 
The rent is due and payable at 
the agreed upon time and place. 
Tenants should make their rent 
checks payable -to either the 
owner of the rental premises or to 
the owner’s authorized agent. 

2) Rent may be withheld un- 
der certain terms and conditions 
which will be discussed in full 
later. 

3) The landlord has the 
obligation to pay real estate tax- 
es, unless otherwise specified, 
and to insure the property 
against fire, theft or other 
hazard. Tenants must be aware 
that this insurance does not 
cover their personal property, 
and they should obtain their own 
personal property insurance. 

4) The tenant is under an 
obligation not to commit volun- 
tary waste which results in a 
substantial injury to the leased 
premises. Obviously, this is 
vague and potentially trouble- 
some to the tenant. 

5) The issue of repairs will be 
discussed later in conjunction 
with rent withholding. 

6) The landlord is under an 
obligation to insure that the te- 
nant will have the right of quiet 
enjoyment in the leased pre- 
mises. 

7) The landlord is under an 
obligation to provide water, hot 
water, heat, light, power, gas 
and other necessities as provid- 


ed in the state sanitary code. 
The landlord’s failure to provide 
the above services will result in 
the tenant’s right to withhold the 
rent. 


Termination 
Under a Tenancy at Will 

The termination of the tenan- 
cy at will may occur in the fol- 
lowing ways, subject to the ad- 
ditional requirement of the land- 
lord obtaining a certificate of 
eviction under the rent control 
law: 

1) The tenancy at will may be 
terminated by either the land- 
lord or the tenant by three 
months’ notice in writing stat- 
ing the purpose to the other par- 
ty or, if the rent is paid at 
periods of less than three 
months, then the time of such 
notice must be equal to the inter- 
val between the days of rent pay- 
ment, or thirty days, whichever 
is longer. 

2) In the case of nonpayment 
of rent, the landlord must give 14 
days’ notice to jeave in writing to 
the tenant. The tenant is re- 
quired to vacate the leased pre- 
mises within 14 days of receipt of 
the notice to quit. The tenant 
may avoid the eviction upon 
satisfying both of the following: 
that the tenant has not received 
a similar notice from the land- 
lord within the 12 months pre- 
ceding the receipt of the current 
notice, and the tenant’s pay- 
ment to the landlord of the full 
amount of rent within five days 
after the receipt of the notice to 


quit. (The courts will permit at 
least a seven-day delay in any 
possession proceedings if the 
neglect or refusal to pay was 
caused by a governmental fail- 
ure in mailing or delivering any 
subsistence or rental payment 
check.) 

3) The tenancy at will can be 
terminated by an agreement 
between the landlord and the te- 
nant, by the death of either the 
landlord or the tenant or by the 
surrender of the leased premises 
by the tenant and acceptance of 
the surrender by the landlord. 

4) The tenancy at will can be 
terminated for illegal use by the 
tenant. The landlord is entitled 
to immediate possession of the 
premises if the tenant uses the 
leased premises or any part 
thereof for prostitution, assigna- 
tion, lewdness, illegal gaming or 
the illegal keeping or sale of 
alcoholic beverages. 

Once the landlord complies 
with the requirements of the ter- 
mination of a tenant and the te- 
nant refuses to vacate the leased 
premises, the tenant becomes a 
“tenant at sufferance”’ and is en- 
titled to a reasonable time to 
vacate the leased premises. If he 
still doesn’t vacate, the tenant ’is 
subject to immediate eviction by 
summary process, which is the 
in-court procedure allowing 
landlords to regain possession 
from. tenants.

How to prevent the penultimate ripoff

When David Ellis brought his 
new 10-speed bicycle home to his 
Cambridge apartment a few 
weeks ago, he wasn’t taking any 
chances. Using two sturdy jim- 
my-proof locks, he hitched his 
bike to the cast-iron railing at 
the foot of the stairs. Within a 
week, the railing (which had 
been there for 25 years) was rip- 
ped out of the floor. And 
wouldn’t you know it, the bike 
was gone. 

As David and thousands of 
others have learned, Boston’s 
burglars are a brutal bunch. Ac- 
cording to police, they scored 
2962 housebreaks in Boston in 
the first three months of this 
year. 

Reports indicate that a high 
percentage of the break-ins are 
planned. Crooks frequently keep 
tabs on the daily routines and 
living habits of members of your 
household. Before staging an at- 
tack, they have a pretty definite 
idea of what security measures 
they must overcome. Their un- 
flagging energy makes one won- 
der: can we protect our homes 
with anything less than a 10- 
man firing squad and a back-up 
canine patrol? 

The Boston police say we can, 
by learning to play The Bur- 
glary Game. Developed by the 
Massachusetts Committee on 
Criminal Justice and WCVB- 
TV, The Burglary Game is a test 
of speed and skill (rule booklets 
are available through the Crime 
Protection Unit of the Boston 


Police Department). Beginning 
players may want to study the 
following strategy guides before 
taking on their neighbors. 


How Hard Is It To Get In? 
Not very. Most of the city’s 

landlords ignore the state law 

that requires all buildings with 


three or more apartments to 
have a main front door that clos- 
es and locks automatically. This 
door must be equipped with an- 
ti-friction and anti-jimmy de- 
vices. Therefore, the first rule of 
The Burglary Game is to de- 
mand that your landlord abide 
by the law. But chances are, you 


and a certified locksmith. The 
average door, says Wilkerson, 
has a wood frame and thin ply- 
wood panels that are no match 
for a fist. Some are paneled with 
sturdier metal, but even these 
doors can be penetrated with 
tools. Then there are some doors 
with a wooden veneer but a hol- 
low core; the veneer may fool 
you, but it won’t fool the bur- 
glar. Worse yet, many doors are 
warped and don’t shut flush 
against the frame. 

If you decide to invest in anew 
solid-wood door, remember to se- 
cure it with hinge pins that won’t 
unscrew easily. Wilkerson sug- 
gests that all exterior doors 
swing inward into your apart- 
ment. This guarantees that 
hinges and screws are out of the 
burglar’s easy reach. More im- 
portant, says Wilkerson, inward 
swinging doors permit installa- 
tion of the celebrated New York 
City police lock. Equipped with 
a steel bar that reaches from the 
lock at an angle to the floor, the 
police lock is a definite eyesore,

Every September, the influx of 
young people and students into 
overcrowded, overpriced housing 
in Allston/Brighton, the Back 
Bay and Beacon Hill leaves the 
observer with the feeling that 
Boston apartment-dwellers have 
reconciled themselves to life in 
sardine cans, in exchange for 
whatever the dubious benefits of 
life in Beantown may be. Expen- 
sive sardine cans at that, mind 
you, but sardine cans close by 
the center of town, sardine cans 
that don’t require an hour-long 
commute to work, school or 
whatever. 

The problem of finding some- 
place in the city with breathing 
room and low rent has always 
seemed unsolvable for many of 
us non-natives. But after much 
thought, I decided that there is 
no one answer to this problem. 
There are several. 


Dorchester 

A friend of mine has room to 
rent in his cooperatively run 
house. In a city where the cost of 
housing is legendary, he’s offer- 
ing prospective tenants their 
own bedroom and freedom from 
‘utility bills for the not-so-grand 
total of $70 a month. All this and 
groceries from a food co-op, too. 
His ads in a certain weekly news- 
paper keep his telephone ring- 
ing, but despite that, he finds it 
difficult to get even one of those 
inquiring to actually look at 
what he has to offer. ‘““Most peo- 
ple lose interest,’’ he says, “as 
soon as I say Dorchester.” 

Dorchester, for those of you 
who have, at one time or an- 
other, believed that a) Cam- 
bridge and Brighton are in the 
same city, b) the South End is 
nicknamed Southie or c) a three- 
decker is something bought at 
McDonald’s happens to be the 
largest section of the city of Bos- 
ton. It is where candidates go for 
votes and where the Red Line 
goes when it leaves Harvard 
Square. But it is not a place 
where people who pronounce 
“Rs after their vowels are ac- 
customed to looking for hous- 
ing. The non-native, rootless 
middle class that gravitates to 
Boston may lament the cost of 
two rooms on Commonwealth 
Avenue, but often has no idea it 
shares a city with people for 
whom main street is Columbia 
Road or Dorchester Ave. — and 
even less idea that two-bedroom 
apartments for less than $200 — 
or Victorian homes for under 
$30,000 — are to be found any- 
where but in 10-year-old classi- 
fied pages. 

All of which is to say that there 
are neighborhoods you may nev- 
er have heard of where you might 
enjoy living and where, in fact, 
other people who are Bostonians 
by choice, if not birth, are al- 
ready living. It is not to say that 
should you choose to explore 
them, you will not be viewed 
somewhat suspiciously by po- 
tential landlords and neighbors, 
or that you will find it as easy to 
see Bogie films or buy Szechuan 
food as in Cambridge. But the 
following areas do offer some ex- 
cellent relatively inexpensive 
housing in areas convenient to 
mass transit and are at least as 
safe as much of Cambridge. 

First, some thoughts about 
Dorchester in general. Often 
viewed monolithically by those 
who’ve never been there, Dor- 
chester is actually a city in it- 
self, the site of dozens of differ- 
ent neighborhoods, many defin- 


ed by the string of hills that runs 
through the area. Once the home 
of Boston’s Jews and Irish, the 
area is now populated in part by 
blacks, who’ve replaced the 
Jews, and Irish. The black main 
drag is Blue Hill Avenue; the 
white equivalent, Dorchester 
Ave. The city’s main beaches 
line Dorchester Bay. And the 
area’s strongest selling point is 
its access to mass transit: the 
Red Line is the MBTA’s best 
and will whisk you downtown — 
or even to Cambridge. If, how- 
ever, you work in Brookline and 
don’t own a car, mass transit is a 
sometime thing. Make no mis- 
take: there are bombed-out, ra- 
cially tense, garbage-strewn 
slums in Dorchester. Blockbus- 
ting has changed its face dra- 
matically. But you could do 
worse than to live on: 

e Ashmont Hill: This small 
summit overlooks the Ashmont 
MBTA station and is bounded 
by Talbot and Dorchester Aven- 
ues, and Ashmont and Wash- 
ington Streets. Long an upper- 
middle class Irish neighborhood 
— John F. Kennedy’s mother 
was raised in a mansion here — 
Ashmont Hill began to deterior- 
ate a few years ago. But it has 
become the part of Dorchester 
most ‘‘discovered”’ by outsiders: 
city planners, architects, photo- 
graphers — not all of whom live 
in traditional family arrange- 
ments. Well-maintained mini- 
Victorian mansions — with fire- 
places, leaded glass, carriage 
houses and big yards on quiet 
streets — sell for around $25,000. 
Many of the buyers meet their 
mortgage payments by renting 
apartments on second or third 
floors: two bedrooms for $200 is a 
common price for Dorchester (it 
is rare when the rents go above 
that). Unlike many nearby 
areas, ads for Ashmont Hill 
apartments do appear in news- 
papers. Shopping can be a prob- 
lem if you don’t have a car: the 
only chain grocery store in walk- 
ing distance is a seedy Finast in 
Codman Square. But a subway 
ride can bring you to the Rox- 
bury-Dorchester food co-op on 
Meetinghouse Hill. Easy access 
exists as well to Tenean Beach. 

e Melville Avenue-Welles- 
ley Park: This area, between 
Codman Square and the Shaw- 
mut MBTA station, boasts some 
of Boston’s most stunning 
homes, gingerbreaded master- 
pieces of unique character. Like 
Ashmont Hill, most of the homes 
here are single-family, as oppos- 
ed to the two- and three-family 
sections of Dorchester settled by 
less-affluent types. Again, apart- 
ments in older homes can be had 
($175 for two bedrooms, includ- 
ing utilities), though they are 
harder to come by. Some areas, 
like pastoral Wellesley Park, are 
attractive but closed to outsi- 
ders. Some inexpensive, but 
characterless new apartments 
have been built on the fringe of 
this area, and some of the older 
houses have become nursing 
homes. Nearby Town Field is 
one of Dorchester’s most hap- 
pening spots, featuring neigh- 
borhood baseball leagues as well 
as soccer and even cricket, as 
played by some of the Caribbe- 
an immigrants who make up an 
increasing percentage of black 
Dorchester. Nearby Washing- 
ton Street has become some- 
thing of a racial dividing line. 
Some multi-family homes closer 
to Ashmont Station offer good 
buys: five rooms for $150 on the 
average.

e Jones Hill: Another poc- 
ket of older Victorians, this hill, 
above Stoughton and Pleasant 
Streets near Upham’s Corner, 
has been receptive to “student- 
types” (owners have viewed the 
coming of UMass to Dorchester 
as a source of regularly paying 
renters). Rents are low here: 
three rooms and all utilities on 
Cushing Avenue may go for $125. 
There is shopping on nearby Sa- 
vin Hill Avenue — good buys on 
both sides of that thoroughfare 
as well. 

e Field’s Corner: A major 
shopping area in central Dor- 
‘chester surrounded by seas of 
three-deckers, that staple of the 
Boston housing market which 
can offer some of the city’s best 
housing buys — six rooms for 
$150 with a porch is a common 
price. Access exists to a variety 
of food stores, taverns and a rare 
Dorchester movie theater. Out- 


siders might feel a bit lost, 
though. 

e@ Ashmont: Not to be con- 
fused with Ashmont Hill, this 
area surrounds the Ashmont 
Station, with its main streets be- 
ing Ashmont Street, Bailey 
Street and, at the far edge, Ad- 
ams Street. A good place to rent 
a small home, with rents rang- 
ing from $250-$300. Ashmont is 
home to a lot of political figures 
— school committeeman John 
Kerrigan, Kevin White cam- 
paign boss Kirk O’Donnell — 
and offers a variety of housing: 
from large single-families to gar-

“‘we go over to the Gallivan Bou- 
levard MBTA overpass and 
watch the trains go by.” Neigh- 
borhood bars, with names like 
the Irish Rover, the Blarney- 
stone and the Eire Pub, perform 
the traditional social functions of 
urban taverns and cater, de- 
spite their names, to a variety of 
ethnics. The neighborhood mov- 
ie theaters are on the wane, al- 
though a twin cinema opened re- 
cently at the Puritan Mall shop- 
ping center; neighborhood res- 
taurants still exist, although you 
might find a lot of locals head- 
ing out to someplace like Blin- 
strub’s on Morrissey Boulevard 
for a big night out. Under Bos- 


g ton’s Community Schools pro- 
g gram, the five community 


den-apartment complexes. Not - 


far from Morrissey Boulevard, 
with its variety of shopping op- 
tions. Ashmont Station MBTA 
is handy. 

Dorchester has social life, as 
well as all its other advantages, 
even though one long-time resi- 
dent claims that for night life 


schools in Dorchester provide re- 
creation and adult education for 
the whole area in the evening. 
And, rumor has it, the Carlton 
House at Neponset Circle, just 
over the Quincy line, is some 
kind of a singles bar. 

As Back Bay residents are gen- 
erally surprised to discover, 
there is one other dramatic ad- 
vantage to living in Dorchester: 
the almost total absence of park- 
ing meters. If you find a place in 
the area, you are virtually guar- 
anteed space to park near your 
building. This can save hun- 
dreds of dollars in parking tic- 
kets alone. 


Jamaica Plain 

Dorchester is by no means the 
only semi-discovered source of 
sound, relatively cheap housing 
set in an amenable area. Jamai- 
ca Plain is seeing the revival of 
quiet, shaded side streets 
thought to be doomed to deter- 
ioration, a revival that is, in 
some part, due to an influx of 
middle-class outsiders who find 
low rents or purchase prices (as 
well as a bonanza of parks) very 
attractive. The ancestral home 
of James Michael Curley, Bos- 
ton’s legendary “Last Hurrah” 
mayor (as well as Kevin White’s 
birthplace), “JP,”’ as it is known, 
could well become a boom town 
in coming years. The elevated 
Orange Line which bisects it 
along Washington Street is slat- 
ed to be replaced with a new 
high-speed rail system, a situa- 
tion which will no doubt cause 
property values to climb drama- 
tically. 

Not that some aren’t high al- 
ready: Moss Hill, overlooking 
the Forest Hills MBTA station, 
and mansions that overlook the 
western side of Jamaica Pond al- 
ready command high prices. JP’s 
main drags are Centre Street — 
home of the cracking Arborway 
street car — and Washington 
Street, home of the El. Once pre- 
dominantly Irish, JP is now one 
of Boston’s most integrated 
neighborhoods, both racially and 
ethnically. Greeks, Ukrainians 
and, recently, Cubans and Puer- 
to Ricans co-exist with a mini- 
mum of friction.

side and outside, and is sugges- 
ted for doors with glass win- 
dows. Most deadbolt locks resist 
the ordinary crowbar and are 
highly effective, provided you 
don’t leave the keys in those 
“hiding places’ (under the mat, 
on top of the door frame, inside a 
flower pot) where burglars al- 
ways look first. 

Of course, the best wood doors 
and deadbolt locks are useless if 
windows that afford easy access 
are left unprotected. Window 
gates on hinges with inner pad- 
locks or the more decorative cus- 
tom-made grilles are available 
for about $75. These will thwart 
forced entry, but they will also 
block your fire exit. Therefore, 
most people prefer inexpensive 
locks of a hardware-store varie- 
ty. 

Of course, locks won’t stop the 
more headstrong crooks from 
breaking your windows. Or stop 
them from taking a crowbar to 
your window pane and obliter- 
ating your locks. If you nail your 
windows shut, you may outwit 
the burglars and win the game. 
You may also suffocate to death. 
Therefore, Wilkerson and other 
security experts suggest that you 
restrict a window’s opening to a 
few inches by inserting remov- 


able metal pins on the window 
track. 


Will the Burglar Try 
To Get In? 

Not if you seem to be home. 
Since most burglaries occur 
when members of your house- 
hold are out or asleep, your home 
should always maintain a lived- 
in appearance. Never advertise 
your departure by closing the 
blinds or allowing mail to col- 
lect. Keep a few lights burning, 
and since burglars are generally 
hip to this trick, leave your TV 
and stereo on, too. Of course, if 
you're out for any length of time, 
this precaution could cause so 
much wear and tear on your 
equipment that no burglar would 
want the stuff anyway (and you 
probably wouldn’t want it 
either). One solution is an auto- 
matic timer, an inexpensive item 
you can purchase at Sears, Ra- 
dio Shack and most hardware 
stores. You simply set the timer 
before your departure, and it will 
orchestrate sound and light 
shows on cue. 

Unfortunately, some crooks do 
have the chutzpah to drop by 
when you’re home. Even luxury 
apartment buildings with door- 
release intercom systems and 
closed-circuit TV are vulner- 
able. Don’t give a distorted voice 
or blurred image the benefit of 
the doubt. Also, remember that 
indifferent neighbors may push 
their door-release buttons with- 
out checking the visitor. In ad- 


dition, many intruders use the 
old trick of latching onto a 
“helpful” tenant or visitor en- 
tering the building or garage. To 
be safe, use your peephole. 
Finally, shrewd players of The 
Burglary Game know that no 
precaution is perfect. Therefore, 
it’s always best to supplement 
your safety measures with the 
buddy system. When you're out, 
put your neighbors on the alert 


for unfamiliar faces, U-Hauls 
and moving vans. Or if you can’t 
trust your neighbors either, rely 
on a dog. 

Some players of The Burglary 
Game are disappointed upon 
learning that Sentry Dogs (bet- 
ter known as “attack” or “‘kil- 
ler’ dogs) are both hard to ob- 
tain and impractical for resi- 
dential purposes. Bill Dodge,

Since it may take years to 
succeed at The Burglary Game, 
property insurance is worth 
considering. If, you live in a 
high-crime area (that is, if you 
live in Boston), your broker 
may reject your application. If 
that happens, you can always 
sign up with the Feds. 

Because of the high rate of 
burglaries in Massachusetts, 
the federal government has de- 
clared it to be one of the 15 
states where sufficient crime 
insurance is not obtainable 
through private companies. As 
a result, Massachusetts is eli- 
gible for the low-cost Federal 
Crime Insurance Plan. 

Here’s how it works: you can 
get insurance coverage from 
$1000 up to $10,000. Annual 
premiums start as low as $30 
and do not exceed $70 for the 
maximum coverage. If you are 
robbed in your home (or mug-

ged on the street), you will be 
reimbursed for any property 
loss, subject to a $50 or five- 
percent deductible (whichever 
is less). You can also collect up 
to $100 for a cash loss and up to 
$500 for stolen securities. 

No one can be turned down 
— not even city dwellers, 
singles, women or senior citi- 
zens, who generally have trou- 
ble obtaining private insur- 
ance. The Federal Crime In- 
surance program will not raise 
your premiums or cancel your 
policy, no matter how many 
claims you file. 

The only limitations are that 
victims must notify the police, 
and there must be evidence of 
forced entry.

Security Service Corporation in 
Dorchester, rejects many re- 
quests for these delightful crea- 
tures, explaining: “Sentry dogs 
are fine for junkyards, commer- 
cial buildings and warehouses — 
but not for homes, where there 
are kids and unexpected guests.”

Can the Burglar Take 
The Prize and Get Out 

After blocking forced entry in- 
to your home, consider a second 
line of defense: alarms, motion 
detectors and automatic hook- 
ups with a nearby central sta- 
tion. 

With respect to alarms, inex- 
pensive portable models are 
available through Sears and Ra- 
dio Shack. All have ‘“‘delay”’ set- 
tings, so that you can enter your 
house without sounding the al- 
arm. Try to get an inconspicu- 
ous-looking device that the bur- 
glars won’t notice and discon- 
nect. One popular inexpensive 
model looks like a dictionary 
with a cord that plugs into an 
electrical outlet and goes off 
when anyone comes within 10 
feet. Or it may be worth inves- 
ting a few hundred dollars in a 
wireless system that covers sev- 
eral rooms. 

Another kind of booby-trap is 
a motion detector, installed in 
hallways, near windows or other 
places where burglars are likely 
to enter. Even the most nimble 
intruders won’t escape the ul- 
trasonic detectors, which start at 
about $300. Or a simple inex- 
pensive pressure mat placed un- 
der the rug also works well. 

Even better is the ultimate Big 
Brother device: an automatic 
hookup to a nearby central sta- 
tion. The moment your home is 
entered, the central station gets 
a signal via phone and notifies 
the police. But better hang low 
if you forget to shut off the de- 
vice within seconds of your own 
arrival, because the cops will be 
on their way. 

Another problem with the au- 
tomatic hookup is the cost. 
Many players of The Burglary 
Game do not have thousands of 
dollars to invest, nor the valu- 
ables to warrant this protection. 
Sometimes, a cheap sign on your 
front door, misinforming bur- 
glars that your house is protec- 
ted, works as well. Or the simp- 
lest precaution is to hide your 
stash. The refrigerator and the 
toilet tank make for great hid- 
ing places, since burglars rarely 
take the time to eat, etc. 


What Are the Chances of 
The Burglar Getting Caught? 

According to the Boston po- 
lice, the single most important 
thing you can do to prevent your 
property from being stolen is to 
engrave it with your social se- 
curity number. To encourage 
this precaution, the police will 
provide you with engraving tools 
for short-term use and paste-on 
‘‘Identi-guard’’ decals. Al- 
though not impossible, it’s tough 
to sell goods that are marked and 
registered. 

After studying these strategy 
guides, take a crack at The Bur- 
glary ‘Game.

Woodnt’ It 
Be Lovely? 


A do-it-yourself living room 


It’s an old saw that says it’s a 
r workman who blames his 
tools, and it’s an old workman 
who remembers when that dic- 
tum had some clout — back in 
the days when carpenters were 
expected to hack and hew qual- 
ity jobs without the help of a 
trunkful of power tools. Making 
good home furnishings by hand 
is a lost art to all but the very 
skilled, but if you can lay aside 
some aesthetics and some pride, 
you can furnish your tacky little 
apartment with do-it-yourself 
wonders — plywood master- 
pieces thrown together with 
some glue and a handful of nails. 
And all you need in the way of 
tools is your basic hammer and 
saw. 

We didn’t believe it either, but 
Lewis Wright, co-proprietor of 
the New England Craftsman- 
ship Center in Watertown, says 
it’s so. Normally, Lew doesn’t 
specialize in cheapo furniture. 
He’s a lifelong mechanical en- 
gineer with a NASA back- 
ground capable of turning out 
fine pieces of finished cabinet- 
work. He and his partner, Tom 
Waring, set up the Craftsman- 
ship Center to teach quality 
woodworking to amateurs. The 
Center operates a fully equip- 
ped power-tool shop on Bridge 
Street in Watertown, where stu- 
dents pay $60 each to attend a 
series of 12 weekly lessons in the 
fundamentals and fine points of 
making things with wood. 

But for us Lew put aside his 
power tools and came up with a 
number of extraordinarily sim- 
ple and inexpensive furniture de- 
signs that even a klutz can build. 

“You can’t do a heck of a lot 
with just a hammer and saw,” 
Lew cautions. ‘But I remember 


when I was a Boy Scout, we'd : 


have tests where we’d have to do 
something just using a knife and 
an ax. It can be done. You won’t 
be making beautiful furniture, 


but it’ll do the job. Some of it 
might last a lifetime. Of course, 
you won’t be proud of it that 
long.” 


The Tools 

We repeat, all you will need is 
a hammer and a saw. Since 
you're only springing for two 
tools, they might as well be good 
ones. Lew Wright recommends a 
fine-tooth crosscut hand saw. 
Hardware stores sell various 
brand-name saws. Sears sells 
some quality saws. Generally, 
you get what you pay for, so 
don’t spend under $15 and your 
biceps will thank you. Be sure to 
wax the blade of your new saw 
with something like paste wax to 
reduce friction. 

A hammer seems like a simple 
thing, but a lot of today’s ham- 
mers are designed to look like 
hammers more than act like 
hammers. Again, spend as much 
as you can afford and don’t buy a 
lightweight tack hammer unless 
you plan to hammer only tacks. 
Beware of any hammer with a 
handle made of aluminum tu- 
bing covered with rubber. The 
cheap versions of these will bend 
and break. The sturdier and 
more expensive varieties tend to 
be top heavy, which will cause 
you to bend nails, blister your 
hand and hammer your thumb. 
Try to find a well-balanced, hea- 
vy-duty claw hammer with a 
smooth hardwood handle. 


The Materials 

You’ll need wood to cut and 
nails to hammer. All Lew 
Wright’s designs can be made 
from plywood, which is sold in 
standard 4’ x 8’ sheets. The most 
common plywood is “fir,” made 
from laminated softwood pine. 
You can buy inexpensive fir ply- 
wood, with ugly knots and holes 
on the surface, or more expen- 
sive “finished” plywood, which 
will have at least one relatively 
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The Bed 


It’s easy to build a single twin-size bed using this design. Unfortu- 
nately, a standard double-bed mattress measures 54” x 75”’, which is 
wider than a 4’ x 8’ plywood sheet. Lew Wright suggests that a home- 
made foam mattress (48”’ x 75”) can be substituted. If you can afford 
box springs, drop the bed rails about three inches and cut slats from 
pine or hardwood stock. Plywood will not work for slats. 

Without box springs the basic idea of this design is to have a solid 
plywood shelf under your mattress resting about two inches below the 
rim of a shallow plywood box. Twelve-inch high sides for a double- 
bed size frame can be cut from one sheet of plywood. If you wish to 
accommodate a full double mattress, make the head and foot sides of 
the frame 53'% inches and lay pieces cut from two sheets of plywood 
on the rails with the seam running left to right across the width of the 


bed near the foot. 


Note: should you be lucky enough to own a drill, it would be wise to 
attach the rails with glue and wood screws.

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How to Get Inner Peas 





A short primer on vegetable gardening at home

The green-thumbed apart- 
ment dweller need not be left to 
restless yearning this year. The 
indoor garden is a viable alter- 
native which holds distinct ad- 


vantages over the backyard plot. 


While outdoor gardeners wait 
for rain-soaked soil to warm up 
and dry out, the window garden, 
with better drainage and air cir- 
culation, has seedlings well on 
their way. 

Furthermore, apartment gar- 
deners avoid tedious tilling, hoe- 
ing and sorting of rocks, roots 
and dirt clumps. Potting soil for 
window boxes or planting trays is 
easily dug up in the surrounding 
countryside and is also avail- 
able from commercial vendors. 

The heat reflected from build- 
ings onto window boxes also al- 
lows the apartment gardener to 
grow, with beautiful results, veg- 
etables that normally don’t do 
well this far north (eggplant and 
peppers, for example). 

The apartment gardener is 
necessarily inspired to ingenui- 
ty. An ice cream scoop becomes a 
garden shovel; a salad fork 
makes a handy rake. Broken chi- 
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na becomes excellent drainage 
material. An old-fashioned win- 
dow screen, opened out at the 
bottom, secured to a platform 
extending from the window sill 
and sided with wire meshing to 
fill the gaps left from the build- 
ing, becomes an outdoor garden 
that’s indoors. This method pro- 
longs the growing season into 
late fall and early spring. 

The apartment gardener also 
has a chance to look at planting 
methods from new perspectives. 
Planting in rows is only neces- 
sary insofar as it provides ease m 
weeding and harvesting. Since 
vegetables are always within 
arm’s reach, spacing indicated 
on seed packet instructions can 
be decreased if one compensates 
by watering and feeding plants 
more frequently. 

Thinking in efficient terms in- 
spires the apartment gardener to 
use vertical space. Peas and 
beans on trellises, ‘patio Pik” 
cucumbers in baskets and to- 
matoes potted in small buckets 
and secured to generous stakes 
rival any ornamental house- 
plants. And when it’s time to

If your taste in wall coverings 
runs to “LOVE” posters, cen- 
terfolds or pictures of the baby 
Jesus with eyes that follow you 
around the room, don’t go any 
further. This isn’t for you. 

If, however, you find yourself 
staring at the inside of your 
apartment and wondering how to 
kick the white paint-and-poster 
habit, you’ve come to the right 
place. My friends, I guarantee 
that you will come away from 
these pages with at least one new 
way to fix up a room that will 
make guests stand up and say, 
“This is a person with walls!” 

First of all, you have to clear 
all ‘that crap out of your skull 
about what’s good and bad taste.

It costs less than plywood and 
will work, but it doesn’t hold 
nails well without glueing joints 
and tends and deteriorate at the 
edges with use. 

All these pieces of furni- 
ture can be held together with 
“six-penny” finishing nails or 
box nails. Nail length is meas- 
ured in “pennies.” Penny is ab- 
breviated ‘“‘d,” from the Latin 
denarius. 

An extra, if not essential, mea- 
sure of sturdiness can be added 
to your questionable. efforts by 
coating each joint with glue be- 
fore nailing. Elmer’s famous 
white glue will suffice but might 
not last forever; better to use 
something called Titebound glue 
or an equivalent. 

Sandpaper comes in many 
grades — coarse through fine. 
You'll need some coarse and me- 
dium to smooth the edges for 
glueing. Perfectly smooth sur- 
faces join well. Rough or uneven 
surfaces wobble in concert. Fine 
sandpaper will give a finishing 
smoothness to your work and 
make surfaces suitable for paint- 
ing or staining. In all cases start 
with coarse and work your way 
down, taking care not to round 
the edges of any joining sur- 
faces.

The Bookcase 

Shelving cannot be made from plywood because plywood will bend 
and warp under the weight of your library. The shelves should be 
made from 1”’ x 10” pine stock (or 1” x 12” if the shelf is to hold re- 
cords). Shelf cleats can be made from 1”’ x 2” pine stock or strips cut 
from plywood. With a bookcase it is important to glue all joints, and 
a back is essential to keep the thing from collapsing sideways and kil- 
ling your cat. The backing material needn’t be heavy — “%-inch ply- 
wood or masonite will suffice. Shelves should be no longer than 36 
inches. They can simply sit on the shelf cleats or be attached with 
glue and finishing nails.

and depressing — the shadows of 
the El have effectively bred de- 
cay. But the hill that rises from 
Egleston Station toward the wes- 
tern edge of Franklin Park is ter- 
raced with curving, quiet, well- 
kept streets. Older frame homes 
can be rented, though prices 
have risen recently: $300 a 
month is no longer uncommon. 
Co-op houses are increasingly in 
evidence, however, and buying 
here may be more desirable: a 
12-room home with yard can be 
had for $20,000. Franklin Park is 
nearby, though not recommend- 
ed at night. Shopping is a prob- 
lem: one must drive to super- 
markets. The El that blights Eg- 
leston Square does provide a 
quick ride downtown, however. 
e Pond Area: Not a hill, fora 
change, this flat plain (get it?) 
between Centre Street and Ja- 
maica, Pond, Boston’s first wa- 
ter supply source, features lots of 
two- and three-family homes and 
clean streets. Half a two-family 
routinely goes for $175-$250. 
Tackier, more modern and more 
expensive apartments are offer- 
ed around Forest Hills Station — 
farther south down Centre Street 
— and should be avoided. Centre 
Street is a quality shopping dis- 
trict, if you don’t mind its new 


high-intensity, anti-crime street 
lights. 


Brookline Village 

Adjoining Jamaica Plain, but 
outside the Boston city limits, is 
Brookline Village, once the bas- 
tion of Brookline town employ- 
ees but, more recently, an open 
community populated by stu- 
dents, young professionals and 
Caribbean immigrants. Rents 
vary wildly — from $150 for two- 
bedroom apartments in older- 
frame, multi-family dwellings to 
$300 for half of a-two-family. As 
in Dorchester and JP, many new 
arrivals are buying homes and 
renting rooms to meet their 
mortgages: these houses are your 
best bets. The village, as it’s cal- 
led, does have its disadvan- 
tages: you can’t vote in Boston, 
for one thing. But having a cer- 
tain Mr. Dukakis as a neighbor 
may be compensation for the 
politically oriented. Mass tran- 
sit — the Riverside Line — is ex- 
cellent, and food shopping — a 
nearby Finast and Stop & Shop 
and a thriving co-op — is con- 
venient. Watch out for student 
ghetto apartment buildings. 

The above smattering of less- 
than-obvious domiciles is by no 
means meant to be exhaustive. 
Perhaps your dream tenement is 
to be found on Mission Hill or in 
East Boston. But the enterpris- 
ing apartment-seeker should 
know, at least, that there is a 
Boston beyond Cambridge. And 
it’s not only in the Back Bay.

black is to evening wear, egg- 
shell white is to 99 percent of the 
living rooms in the country. 
There’s nothing wrong with that, 
of course, but if you’re reluctant 
to experiment with other colors 
and you’d like to add a bit of 
character to your room, you 
should know about textured 
“stucco”’ paint. 

Real stucco is a cement-sand- 
lime mixture for exteriors or a 
variety of fine plaster for inter- 
iors, and it’s a bitch for the av- 
erage person to work with. Stuc- 
co paint, on the other hand, is a 
credible substitute and relative- 
ly easy to apply. It’s just paint 
with sand thrown in, but it’s not 
ordinary sand, according to the 
paint-store operator with whom I 
spoke. This is special, imported 
sand, so don’t go throwing the 
Revere Beach variety into the 
Dutch Boy Latex or yoy may 
wind up with dunes on your 
baseboard. 

You shouldn’t have any trou- 
ble doing the wall with textured 
paint, although you may find 
yourself battling gravity when 
you try to do the ceiling. As far 
as the walls are concerned, the 
best bet for maximum texture is 
to daub the stucco paint on with 
a sponge. If a smoother stucco is 
desired, it can be applied with a 
brush or roller, but the pile 
should be fairly dense to pre- 
vent the paint from sinking be- 
tween the fibers. 

Now for the ceiling. Imagine, if 
you will, molter. cheese. Now 
imagine trying to put a thick lay- 
er of molten cheese on the ceil- 
ing and having it stay there. 
That’s what it’s like when you’re 
working overhead with stucco 
paint. It’s a heavy, viscous li- 
quid and it should be applied 
sparingly at first to determine its 
staying power. A good idea be- 
fore you start is to remove all the 
peeling paint from the ceiling so 
you have a stable foundation on 
which to work. In addition to be- 
ing afflicted with ceiling paint 
that peels, there are people out 
there whom God has seen fit to 
curse with walls that stain per- 
iodically because of water leak- 
age. His divine plan of retribu- 
tion can be circumvented, luck- 
ily, by brushing paint sealer or 
shellac over the stained area and 
then painting over it. The cir- 
cumvention may not get you in- 
to heaven, but at least you won’t 
go through hell with your walls. 

Stucco paint will give you a 
room that has a decidedly Me- 
diterranean flavor. If you're Ital- 
ian (or want to be) and desire an 
ethnic touch, hang provolone or 
chianti bottles from the ceiling 
and invite your friends over to 
dance to Giuseppe Verdi re- 
cords. If you’re Greek, you might 
want to hang a Turkish Cypriot 
from the chandelier. Whatever 
you do, you’d better be in love 
with stucco for the rest of your 
life because once it’s on, it’s 
nearly impossible to remove. At 
$7 to $10 per gallon, you’ll prob- 
ably want to think about it some 
more.

Gold in Them Thar Walls 

It’s time to bring back bar- 
baric splendor. There’s been 
quite enough from the granola 
set, with their simply furnished, 
ecologically balanced apart- 
ments with natural wood floors 
and bio-degradable sofas.*Gild- 
ed gaudiness is due for a resur- 
gence, and what could be gaudi- 
er than a wall covered with gold 
leaf? Sure, it can be expensive if 
you use the real thing, but 
there’s also imitation gold leaf 
which looks as good and can be 
bought at Lambert Company 
Inc., 920 Commonwealth Ave. 
Paul Consilvio, the company’s 
67-year-old president, can tell 
you anything you want to know 
about this flimsy metal foil and 
how it’s manufactured since he 
claims to be the last man in the 
country to have learned the lab- 
orious and arcane craft of beat- 
ing gold into gold leaf. The old 
Boston Post did a feature in 1946 
(at the time the State House 
aome was being re-gilded) iden- 
tifying him as one of the six re- 
maining practitioners of the 
trade in the city. A copy of the 
article still hangs in his office. 

Gold leaf is not as expensive as 
you might think. Enough 23k 
gold leaf to cover 3'2 square feet 
costs about $9.50, and the imi- 
tation leaf sells for a mere $2 for 
15 square feet. 


The Material World 

Lou Monte was a singer whose 
success was established by @ 
string of novelty hits a few. years 
ago. The lyrics to one of those 
songs went like this: ““Lazy Mary 
you'd better get up/She answer- 
ed back, ‘I am not able’/Lazy 
Mary you’d better get up/We 
need the sheets for the table.”’ 

Not too many people use 
sheets for the table anymore, but 
they have discovered that using 
bed linen is one of the least ex- 
pensive and most attractive 
ways to cover a wall. 

A number of designers market 
sheets that carry their name. 
Marimekko puts out a line of 
sheets. So does Bill Blass..The 
beauty of using sheets is that, in 
addition to the variety of floral 
and geometric prints available, 
they cover a lot of area without a 
major investment of time. For 
example, a king-size sheet cov- 
ers an area about 8’ x 10’, and be- 
cause it’s secured to the wall by 
staples, one doesn’t have to 
spend hours messing around 
with a paint brush. Of course, 
there are probably many people 
who would be embarrassed to 
admit using sheets in this man- 
ner; they are the hopeless vic- 
tims of genteel upbringing. The 
rest of you will find that sheets 
are an ideal medium and may be 
the most practical materials to 
use. They’re perfect for badly 
stained and rough walls and can 
be removed for washing and ta- 
ken with you when you decide to 
pull up stakes. I know you can’t 
say that about paint.

harvest, the apartment garden- 
er can be sure rabbits, wood- 
chucks and deer haven’t helped 
themselves to the goods. 

If sun threatens to scorch 
plants, a shading device can eas- 
ily be improvised. Crop damage 
by thunderstorms and hail is eli- 
minated. Even the completely 
exposed window box, by virtue of 
wind protection, distance from 
the ground and heat released 
from the building to which it is 
secured, will get hit by frost 
much later in the season than 
backyard garden plots. 

Consider these necessities in 
planning an indoor garden: 

Plant seeds in either commer- 
cial potting soil or mix equal 
parts of rich loamy soil and de- 
cayed leaves. Home-mixed soil 
should be sterilized by placing 
the mixture in shallow pans and 
baking it for about two hours at 
200 degrees. Sterilized soil offers 
seedlings a chance to grow and 
thrive free from nematodes and 
other soil-borne diseases. 

Decide on your garden con- 
tainers. Build, buy or salvage a 
window box or wooden boxes and 
be sure they are clean. For indi- 
vidual plants buy unglazed pots, 
and for starter plants buy pres- 
sed peat flats and plastic trays. 
Milk cartons can be improvised 
for planters by lying them on 
their side and cutting the top 
side off. Use your imagination, 
but remember that air circula- 
tion and drainage are necessary 
to plant life. 

If you’re using plastic con- 
tainers or milk cartons, drill 
drainage holes on the side, near 
the bottom of the container. If 
you're using clay pots, soak the 
pots in water until they’ve ab- 
sorbed enough to stop ‘“‘bub- 
bling.” If you’re making a win- 
dow box, paint the sides but 
leave the bottom raw. 


Within reason, just about any 
‘vegetable that will grow in a 
backyard plot will grow in a win- 
dowbox. Consider the light and 
space requirements of the vege- 
table or herb in question, then 
make your decision according to 
your ability to accommodate its 
needs. If you want to try the 
midget or ‘“‘patio” varieties of to- 
matoes, cukes or eggplant, and 
they’re not available locally, or- 
der them through Burpee’s in 
Warminster, Pa. 18974. 

When you are ready to plant, 
dampen your potting soil, line 
the bottom of your garden con- 
tainer with gravel, bits of bro- 
ken china, fired clay or glass for 
drainage, and then fill the con- 
tainer with potting soil, leaving a 
few inches of space at the top. 

Sow the seeds to the depth in- 
dicated on the seed packet, but 
sow them in clusters. Plants like 
convivial groupings rather than 
regimented rows. Sow thickly. 


After planting the seeds, set 
the pot or flat in water until it 
has absorbed all it can. If you’re 
planting in a windowbox, care- 
fully sprinkle the seeded bed 
with water.

that when the transplant has 
been completed, the lowest 
leaves will be just a few inches 
from the soil’s surface. This 
means that if the plant has a 
long, looped stem between the 
root system and the foliage,.bury 
part of the stem. This buried 
stem will later develop addi- 
tional roots. Transplants need 
partial shade for the first few 
days. 

In early stages of plant devel- 
opment, overwatering is a griev- 
ous sin. If you cut the supply of 
air by filling air spaces with wa- 
ter, root growth stops and rot- 
causing soil organisms are invit- 
ed to feast. You can minimize 
the danger of root rot by water- 
ing your plants only to the hold- 
ing capacity of the pots they’re 
in, and by watering early in the 
morning or two to four hours be- 
fore sundown. 

Outdoor plants get a morning 
shower of dew, but misting your 
indoor plants with water from a 
plastic or glass spray bottle does 
just as well. Empty Windex or 
Fantastic containers are perfect 
plant misters. 

Make it a habit to check for in- 
sect pests, especially on the un- 
dersides of leaves (the favorite 
haunt). If you discover insects, 
give the diseased plant a bath in 
a mild soapy solution, followed 
by a clear-water rinse. It will 
probably take a few of these 
baths to get rid of the pests, as 
this method takes care of bugs 
but not their eggs. 

If your plants are well-nour- 
ished, well-watered, well-mist- 
ed and adequately spaced, you 
shouldn’t have to worry about 
pests. Insects prefer a high car- 
bohydrate diet, and only plarts 
having difficulty growing devel- 
op more carbohydrates, and less 
protein, than usual. 

Feed your garden every two to 
three weeks with a water-solu- 
able fish emulsion fertilizer, 
available at plant and garden 
stores. Plants such as tomatoes 
should be fertilized only once a 
month, to encourage fruiting ra- 
ther than foliage growth. Avoid 
chemical fertilizers that pro- 
mise “miracle” growth — they’ll 
put your plants on a speed trip. 


A fiberglass twine (wicking) 
lets your garden water itself 
while you take a vacation. Just 
the right amount of water is 
transferred, through osmotic ac- 
tion and the plants drawing en- 
ergy, from a container of water to 
the plants. 

To set up this process, cut 
wicking in lengths that will ex- 
tend from pots to planting trays 
to a container of water and fray 
one end of each wick. Then, care- 
fully knock plants from pots and 
trays, insert the frayed wicks 
through drainage holes, spread 
wicking along the pots’ bot- 
toms, replace your plants and 
drop the other end of wicks into 
water. Be sure not to set plants 
directly into water — let the 
wicking do the work. If you are 
often away, or are absent-mind- 
ed about watering, implement 
water wicks when you initially 
plant. If wicking is unavailable 
locally, order it from Milinger’s 
garden catalog, 2310 W. South 
Range Rd., North Lima, Ohio 
44452. 

By wicking, you'll arrive home 
from vacation to find the mak- 
ings for a fine salad waiting right 
in your kitchen window.

ton area, many relationships be- 
tween the landlord and the te- 
nant are based on an express 
agreement or lease. A tenancy 
created under a lease must com- 
ply with the following re- 
quirements: 

1) The lease must be in 
writing. 

2) The lease must be signed by 
the landlord and accepted by the 
tenant. 

3) The lease must specifically 
set forth a termination date. 

4) The amount of rent and the 
periodic rental due date must be 
clear. 

5) Leased premises must be 
described in some manner. 

6) The lease is required to be 
delivered to the tenant within 30 
days where the tenant executes 
the lease before the landlord or 
where the tenant executes the 
lease in blank. 


Rights and Obligations 
Under a Lease 

Whereas the rights and 
obligations between the landlord 
and a tenant at will are implied 
and statutory, the relationship 
between the landlord and the te- 
nant under a lease is based on a 
specific contract as well as stat- 
utory regulations. The standard 


lease used in the Greater Boston 
area is complex and should be 
carefully read by the tenant or 
the tenant’s attorney. The fol- 
lowing is a brief review of some 
clauses appearing frequently in 
local leases which can affect the 
tenant as well as the landlord. 

1) The self-extending clause 
automatically renews the lease. 
If the tenant is unaware, he or 
she may be obligated for another 
year. 

2) The tenant should be aware 
of a clause permitting the pro- 
portionate payment of increased 
real estate taxes to be paid by 
the tenant. The tenant is 
obligated to pay only that 
percentage of such increased tax 
as the tenant’s leased unit bears 
to the whole of the real estate so 
taxed. This is an added expense 
that tenants should know about. 

3) The tenant should be aware 
of clause permitting him to give 
notice of his intention to termin- 
ate within 30 days after notice of 
a rent increase; a clause stating 
that at any time after the date of 
the commencement of the lease, 
the premises become subject to 
rent control laws or other laws 
regulating rents and that the 
landlord is authorized or per- 
mitted to increase the rent for 
the leased premises but must 
give written notice of his inten- 
tion to implement such increase 
in whole or in part. 


4) The tenant should be aware 


of a clause requiring him to get 
prior’ written consent from the 
landlord in order to paint, 
decorate, change any lock, 
embellish or make any additions 
or alterations of the leased 
premises, use an automatic 
washing machine, TV antenna or 
other similar equipment. 

5) The tenant should be aware 
of a clause obligating him at the 
termination of the lease to 
deliver the leased premises to the 
landlord in good, clean and 
“tenantable” order and condi- 
tion, reasonable wear and tear 
excepted. There are no guide- 
lines which determine what is 
tenantable, so watch out 
tenants! 

6) The tenant should be aware 
of a clause obligating him to 
maintain the leased premises in 
a clean condition. The tenant 
should be aware of this clause 
because it is general in nature 
with no guidelines. Suggested 
additional language might be 
that the clean condition be the 
same after the tenancy as it was 
at beginning of the tenancy. 

7) The tenant should be aware 
of a clause granting the landlord 
an additional 30 days to deliver 
the leased premises where the 
premises are not ready for oc- 
cupation for reasons beyond the 
control of the landlord. Under 
this clause, the new tenant who 
expects immediate occupancy on 
a particular date will be delayed 


occupancy for up to 30 days. 
This is unfortunate for the new 
student in town or the large 
family with a truckload of fur- 
niture. 

8) Tenant should be aware of a 
clause requiring him to continue 
to pay rent where a fire or other 
casualty partially destroys the 
leased premises or the common 
passageways. Landlords are 
given 30 days to repair damage 
under most leases. 

9) A standard clause states 
that the tenant, his family, 
friends, relatives, invitees or 
agents shall not: 

a. Make or suffer any unlaw- 

ful noisy or otherwise offen- 

sive use of the leased 
premises; 

b. nor commit or permit any 

nuisance to exist thereon; 

c. nor cause damage; 

d. nor create any substantial 

interference with the rights, 

comfort, safety or enjoyment 
of the landlord or other 
tenants; 

e. Nor make any use of the 

premises other than private 

residence. 

10) Under certain clauses, 
upon expiration or termination 
of the lease, the tenant must 
deliver keys to the landlord. 

11) The tenant is required to 
give due notice to the landlord 
and the landlord, within a 
“reasonable period’ of time 
following receipt of said notice, 


must repair or replace exterior 
door locks or locks in the leased 
premises. 

12) A clause requiring any 
notice between the landlord and 
the tenant to be in writing, 
registered or certified mail, 
return-receipt requested. 

13) A clause requiring the te- 
nant to agree to conform to such 
lawful rules and regulations 
which are reasonably related to 
the purpose and provisions of the 
lease as established by the 
landlord. 

14) Parking and pets are 
prohibited unless otherwise 
specified in most leases. 

15) The tenant should be 
aware of a clause permitting the 
landlord to enter the premises at 
a reasonable time or in case of 
emergency, or to show the 
premises or make repairs. The 
clause does not require advance 
notice to be given to the tenant 
by the landlord. 

16) The tenant should be 
aware of a clause allowing the 
landlord to terminate the lease 
upon the tenant’s failure to com- 
ply with any lawful terms, con- 
ditions, covenants, obligations or 
agreements in the lease or im- 
plied therein, or if the tenant is 
declare bankrupt or insolvent ac- 
cording to law, if the landlord 
gives seven days written notice 
to the tenant to vacate the leased 
premises. 

17) In most standard leases 
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the tenant, upon termination of 
the lease by reason of the 
tenant’s default, will pay 
damages, costs, legal fees, adver- 
tising and reasonable broker’s 
commission as well as the rent 
due for the remainder of the 
lease above the fair rental value 
of said premises if re-rented for 
the remainder of the term. 

18) No subletting or assigning 
of the lease is permitted for a 
period longer than a temporary 
visit by anyone except the nam- 
ed tenants or their respective 
spouses or children, unless 
written permission is obtained 
from the landlord. 


Termination of the 
Tenancy under a Lease 

The termination of the tenan- 
cy under a lease results when the 
specified number of months or 
years in said lease expire. Other 
terminations of the tenancy un- 
der a lease are as follows, subject 
to the additional requirement of 
the landlord obtaining a cer- 
tificate of eviction under the 
rent-control law. 

1) In the case of non-payment 
of rent, 14 days’ notice to quit in 
writing to the tenant by the 
landlord is sufficient to ter- 
minate the lease unless the te- 


nant, at least four days before 
the return day of the court’s writ, 
pays or tenders to the landlord or 
to the landlord’s attorney all rent 
due, with interest. and costs of 
suit. The courts will permit at 
least a seven days’ delay, as in 
tenancy at will, where the 
neglect or refusal to pay rent was 
caused by governmental failure 
in mailing or delivering any sub- 
sistence or rental payment 
check, 

2) A lease may be terminated 
by agreement in writing signed 
by both the landlord and the te- 
nant. 

3) A lease may be terminated 
where the tenant breaches his 
covenants, as discussed under 
the lease clauses, item 16 herein. 

4) A lease may be terminated 
for unlawful use of the premises 
under the same circumstances 
discussed here under termina- 
tion of a tenancy at will, item IV. 

5) A tenant can sue the land- 
lord and ask the court to rescind 
the written lease from the point 
in time where an implied 
warranty of habitability breach 
first arises. 


Statutory Regulations between 
the Landlord and the Tenant 
Notwithstanding any lease or 


agreement under a tenancy at 
will, the following applies to all 
landlord and tenant relation- 
ships: 

1) As discussed earlier, the te- 
nant has the right of possession 
of the leased premises to the ex- 
clusion of all others. The 
landlord is not permitted to 
enter the leased premises except 
to inspect, repair or to show the 
premises to a prospective tenant 
or purchaser. A landlord may 
enter the premises in accordance 
with a court order or if the 
premises appedr to have been 


‘abandoned by the tenant. (See 


General Laws, chapter 186, sec- 
tion 15B.) 

2) Willful of intentional 
failure to furnish water, hot 
water, heat, light, power, gas, 
elevator service, telephone ser- 
vice,’ janitor service or 
refrigerator service by a landlord 
where required by law or by ex- 
press or implied terms of any 
contract or lease or tenancy at 
will at any time when the same is 
necessary to the proper 
customary. use of such leased 
premises; or any landlord who 
directly or indirectly interferes 


with the furnishing by another of 


the above utilities or services or 
who transfers the responsibility 


for payment for any utility ser- 
vices to the occupants without 
their knowledge or consent; or 
any landlord who directly or in- 
directly interferes with the quiet 
enjoyment of any residential 
premises by the tenants; or any 
landlord who attempts to regain 
possession of the leased premises 
by force without benefits of 
judicial process shall be punish- 
ed by a fine of not less than $25 
nor more than $300, or by im- 
prisonment for not more‘than six 
months. Any landlord violating 
this act shall also be liable for ac- 
tual and consequential damages 
or three months rent, whichever 
is greater, as well as the costs of 
the action, including attorney’s 
fee, all of which may be applied 
or set off against any claim for 
rent owed or owing. (See General 
Laws, chapter 186, section14.) 
3) Any provision in a lease or 
rental agreement relating to real 
property whereby a landlord es- 
capes liability or is indemnified 
by the tenant for any injury, loss, 
damage or liability arising from 
any omission, fault, negligence 
or other misconduct of the 
landlord on or about the leased 
premises is deemed to be against 
public policy and void. (See 
General Laws, chapter 186, sec- 
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tion 15.) 

4) The maximum security 
deposit permitted by law is 
equivalent to no more than two 
months’ rent. A landlord holding 
a security deposit for a period of 
one year or longer from the com- 
mencement of the term of the 
tenancy shall, beginning with 
the first day of the tenancy, pay 
five-percent interest to the te- 
nant at the end of each year of 
tenancy. Within 30 days after 
termination of the lease or 
tenancy, the landlord must 
return the security deposit and 
interest thereon, after deducting 
the amount of damage caused by 
the tenant. Any deductions for 
damages must be itemized, in- 
dicating the nature of the 
repairs. If the landlord fails to 
return to the tenant such deposit 
or balance thereof, the landlord 
shall be liable in damages in an 
amount equal to twice the 
amount of the security deposit or 
balance thereof, plus interest at 
five-percent. (See General Laws, 
chapter 186, section 15B.) 

5) The tenant will be obligated 
to make payments to the 
landlord on account of an in- 
creased real estate tax only if the 
following provisions are express-

ly set forth: that the tenant shall 
be obligated to pay only that 
portion of such increased tax as 
the unit leased by him bears to 
the whole of the real estate so 
taxed, that the exact percentage 
of the increase must be stated in 
the lease and that if the landlord 
obtains an abatement of the real 
estate tax levied on the whole of 
the real estate of which the unit 
leased by the lessee is a part, a 
proportionate share of such 
abatement, less reasonable at- 
torney’s fees, if any, shall be 
refunded to said lessee. (See 
General Laws, chapter 186, sec- 
tion 15C.) 

6) Any provisions ofa lease or 
rental agreement relating to a 


tenant’s waiver of his right to a 
jury trial or any agreement on 
the part of the tenant not to sue 
the landlord is void as against 
public policy. Excluding a court 
order, a tenant may recover 
three months’ rent or three times 
the damages sustained by the te- 
nant and the cost of the suit, in- 
cluding reasonable attorney’s 
fees, if the tenant is removed 
from the premises or excluded 
from the premises by the 
landlord. (See General Laws, 
chapter 186, section 15F.) 

7) A provision giving the 
landlord the right to terminate 
the lease if the tenant has 
children is void as against public 
policy. (See General Laws, 
chapter 186, section 16.) 

8) Any person or agent thereof 
who threatens to, or takes 
reprisals against, any tenant for 
either reporting violations of the 
state sanitary code, Board of 


Health, other health regulations 
or for joining a tenants’ union 
shall be liable for damages of not 
less than one month’s rent or 
more than three months’ rent or 
the actual damages, whatever is 
greater. (See General Laws, 
chapter 186, section 18.) 


State Sanitary Code, Violation 
of Implied Warranty of 
Habitability, Rent Withholding 
In the rental of any premise for 
dwelling purposes, under a 
written lease or under a tenancy 
at will, there is an implied 
warranty that the premises are 
fit for human occupation. The 
implied warranty for human oc- 
cupation means that at the in- 
ception of the rental, there are no 
defects in facilities vital to the 
premises for residential purposes 
and that these essential facilities 
will remain during the entire 
term in a condition which makes 


the property livable, all in accor- 
dance with the state sanitary 
code. 

A tenant’s covenant to pay 
rent is dependent on the 
landlord’s implied warranty of 
habitability and the landlord’s 
compliance with the state 
sanitary code. 

Both the landlord and tenant 
should be aware of the intent of 
the legislature in dealing with 
uninhabitable. rental property. 
The ultimate goal is to compel 
the landlord to make repairs. 
The tenant’s failure to comply 
with the strict requirements of 
the statutes will result in the 
tenant’s eviction for non-pay- 
ment of rent. 

There are three primary alter- 
natives available for the tenant 
in the event the warranty of 
habitability of the state sanitary 
code is breached by the landlord. 

The tenant may initiate en- 


forcement of the state sanitary 
code by a petition to the courts 
requesting a finding that the 
landlord violates the code which 
endangers or impairs the health 
or well-being of any tenant. The 
court may authorize the tenant 
to make rental payments to the 
clerk of the court who will then 
disburse the money for the pur- 
pose of correcting the violations. 
(See General ‘Laws, chapter III, 
section 127 A-127H.) 

The tenant’s second alter- 
native remedy is defensive in 
nature. Where the state sanitary 
code is violated, the tenant may 
withhold rent where a housing 
code inspection report cites 
sanitary code violations, but the 
tenant must comply with all of 
the conditions in General Laws, 
chapter 239, section 8A, as set 
forth below: 


There shall be no recovery under this 
chapter, pursuant to a notice to quit for non-

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payment of rent or where the tenancy has 
been terminated without fault of the tenant, 
of any tenement or lot in a mobile home park 
rented or leased for dwelling purposes if such 
premises are in violation of the standards of 
fitness for human habitation established un- 
der the state sanitary code or any ordinance, 
by-law, rule or regulation and if such viola- 
tion may endanger or materially impair the 
health or safety of persons occupying the 
premises; provided, however (1) that the per- 
son occupying the premises, while not in 
arrears in his rent, gave notice in writing to 
the person to whom he customarily paid his 
rent (a) that he would, because of such viola- 
tion, withhold all rent thereafter becoming 
due until the conditions constituting such 
violations were remedied and (b) that a 
report of an inspection of such premises has 
been issued by the board of health, by a local 
agency having like powers of inspection 
relative to the fitness of premises for human 
habitation or relative to conditions which 
may endanger or materially impair the 
health or safety of persons occupying 
premises for dwelling purposes, or, in the city 
of Boston, by the commissioner of housing 
inspection, which report states that such 
violation exists and that it may endanger or 
materially impair the health or safety of per- 
sons occupying said premises; (2) that the 
plaintiff does not show that such violation 
was caused by the person occupying the 
premises or any other person acting under his 
control, except that the defendant shall have 
the burden of proving that any violation 
appearing solely within that portion of the 
premises under his control and not by its 


nature reasonably attributable to any action 
or failure to act of the plaintiff wax not so 
caused; (3) that the premises are not 
situated in a hotel or motel; nor in a lodging 
house or rooming house wherein the person 
occupying the dwelling unit has maintained 
said occupann for less than three consecutive 
months; and (4) that the plaintiff does not 
show that the conditions constituting the 
violation cannot be remedied without the 
premises being vacated. Written notification 
to the landlord of the existence of any viola- 
tion which may endanger or materially im- 
pair the health or safety of persons occupying 
the premises issued by the board of health, 
by a local agency having like powers of in- 
spection, shall satisfy and be the equivalent 
of the notice requirement of clause (1) of this 
paragraph 

A copy of such report, certified under the 
penalties of perjury, by the official who in- 
spected the premises shall be admissible in 
evidence in any proceeding in which the 
provisions of this section are applicable and 
shall be prima facie evidence of the facts 
stated therein. 

In a proceeding under this chapter, proof 
by the person occupying the premises that 
the person to whom he customarily paid his 
rent or that the owner or his agents, servants, 
or employees knew of conditions in the 
premises in violation of the standards of 
fitness for human habitation established un- 
der the state sanitary code or any ordinance, 
by-law, rule or regulation which endanger or 
materially impair the health or safety of per- 
sons occupying the premises shall satisfy and 
be equivalent of the notice requirement of 
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clause (1) of the first paragraph of this sec- 
tion, provided that the conditions and the 
knowledge of them existed before the person 
occupying the premises was in arrears in his 
rent and that the owner or his agents, ser- 
vants, or emplovees had not taken 
reasonable steps to remedy such conditions 

The court may require the person claiming 
a defense under this section to pay all or any 
portion of the rent due or to become due into 
court or make.a deposit in court of the entire 
amount, or such installments thereof from 
time to time, as the court may direct, for the 
occupation of the premises 


The tenant has no need to 
bring court proceeding and can 
be without fear of being evicted 
for non-payment of rent if the te- 
nant complies with the above 
statute. The landlord’s violation 
of the state sanitary code stan- 
dards of fitness for human 
habitation constitutes a defense 
for the tenant in the landlord’s 
eviction proceedings. This 
procedure is very technical, and 
it is advisable that the tenant 
consult legal counsel before us- 
ing this method. 

The third alternative for the 
tenant where the state sanitary 
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code is violated is to sue the 
landlord in court and ask for a 
rescission of the written lease 
from the point in timé that the 
implied warranty of habitability 
breach first arose. The court, in 
considering the above issue, can 
take into consideration the 
following factors: the seriousness 
of the claimed defects and their 
effect on the dwelling’s habita- 
bility, the length of time the 
defects persist, whether the 
landlord or his agent received 
written or oral notice of the 
defects, the possibility that the 
residence could be made habi- 
table within a reasonable time 
and whether the defects resulted 
from abnormal conduct or use by 
the tenant. (See Boston Housing 
Authority V. Hemingway, 293 
N.E. 2d 831.) 

If the court finds a material 
breach of the warranty of 
habitability, the tenant would be 
permitted to terminate the lease. 
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What has been presented here 
was a general overview of the 
landlord and tenant relationship 
as well as a summary of specific 
statutory regulations. All refer- 
ence to statutes herein were 
paraphrased, and they should be 
consulted directly before relying 
on them. 


The entire relationship be- 
tween the landlord and tenant 
has been transformed from what 
was once a focus on possession 
(where the ideal landlord 
delivered the premises as is and 
did nothing more except collect 
rent) to today’s of habitability 
and fitness. The tenant today 
has a bundle of rights and 
protections never imagined just 
a few years ago. Time will deter- 
mine how the landlord and the 
tenant work towards improving 
the habitability of all rental 
property.
